TOKYO. AUG.22 (AP)-ANASTAS MIKOYAN ENDED A CONTROVERSIAL NINE-DAY 
POLITICAL VISIT TO JAPAN TODAY, HIS MISSION AN APPARENT FAILURE. 

THE SOVIET DEPUTY PREMIER'S MISSION WAS OBVIOUS FROM THE START-- 
TO LOOSEN THIS STRATEGIC ASIAN NATION'S TIES WITH THE WEST AND TO 
WOO IT CLOSER TO THE SOVIET UNION, MIKOYAN TRIED IN TURN TO FLATTER, 
TEMPT AND FRIGHTEN THE JAPANESE. 

HE PRAISED THEIR MODERN INDUSTRIAL ACHIEVEMENTS AND THEIR AGE-OLD 
CULTURE, HE DANGLED THE BAIT OF EXPANDED TRADE AND TRIED TO SCARE 
HIS HOSTS WITH THREATS OF NUCLEAR WAR.
